NOTES FROM THE BOTANIC | 
; GARDE wS. 
eee 

A very uselal shrub which is. just logiuning 
to fluwer is Harleria Cristata, eo natiw of 
Hongkong, and cultivated generally in the 
Enst Indies, 1 was introduced into cultiva- 
tion in England muse thao a hundred years 
ago. It makes o nico bush in Hongkong, 
growing to a height of 4 cr Sit. There are 
several yorictios, and four. of these may be 
found in the gardens. Tho flowers of the type 

. axe mauve in colow, sad one variety has pure 
while flowers, A third is intermediate, baviny., 
variegated white and monve flowers; a’ fourth 
variety, as well ai the variegated form: 
oxiginated in the gardens, and ix o ‘pleasing 
shady of pink in colour. All the varieties are 
growing ix the shrubbery juat above the lower 
entrance to tho new gurden,'in Altony Read, 

. but somo of thems oxe not in flower yer. The 
flowers are funnel-shaped, and are produced 
{reoly at the ends of the branches, but they do 
not last long in perfection: 

There are many good things amongst the 
Ipomonne, and Ipomaa Horafattiv is certainly 
cae of them, A fine plant is growing at the 
east end of the rovw-bed terrace in tho old 
garden, trained on t wire fence. A smaller 
specimen anny be seen at the weet end of therose- 
bed in the new garde ntrained in asimilar manner, 
‘fhe flovera sre purplish-red, campanulate iu 
shope, 14 to2 inches long, with tho limb slightly 
reflected. The plentis figured in the Botanical 
Magazine for 1831, where Bir William 
Hooker states it was introduced from seeds 
xecoived by 5 Mr, Chas. Horefall, either from 
Africa or from the Enst Indies. Ir. , Maxwell 
L. Masters, F. B. &., in tho Gardeners’ 


Chrontele for 1885 challenges this remark, and }. 


furtliur states he. had positive oridence io 
the shape of wild specimens from Mr. J. A. 
Hart, Superintendent of the Bctanic Gardens, 
Jamaicu, that the plaot was a native of that 
island, In the Zndea Xewensis published. in 
1893, the bobitat or the plant is given as the 
East Indies, while in the list of Tender Dico- 
tyledons, published -by the Royal Gardens: 
Kew, in 1899, it is ssid to be a anolive of. the 
West ‘Indies. Anywoy it is a} plant . well 
worth growing, ‘The original specimen. in 
the gardens was received in a ‘wordias ‘care 
from the Botanic Gardens, Manritius, some 
years agyo.. . : 

As Hgonon leptopys, unative of South America, 
and belovging to the buck wheat family, is 
another showy creeper at this timo of tho 
year, The plant should be grown inthe san and 
given planty of room, and when this isthe case 
the Howers ore produced in grest numbers, 
The long trailing. meses of pink flowers, when 
cut, are very snitabl:’ for arranging in vases. 

~ There are two planta! the east endof tho lower 
terrace in the old yardeu, aud ‘sreral others 
growing on a fence above the plant houses.

_ PIAGUE-INFECTED BATS. 

The following minate by the M.O.H. ro 
plague-infectod rats was laid on the table :— 

“ At a meeting of the Board held on the 9th 
April this year it wus decided that, during the 
continuinoe of the epidemic of plague, it was 
not edvisuble to: treat rat-holes with carbolic: 
acid or te Al them. up with cement, The 
object was to prevent os much as porsiblo 
driving ruts from infected houses into uon- 
infected ones, Now, however, that the epidemic 
is over, it is necessary to tuke steps to rid houses 
of rats os effectuolly ag possible. The plague 
iuspeotors are. now eng iged ia inspectiog houses 
for rat-roos and in seeing notices to Allin rat- 
runs aro complied with, Since the ry-arrange- 
ment of the rat-catching staff comparatively few 
rats areas yet being caught, but many more are 
now being caught olivyin houses than formerly, 
and tha percentage of plague-intected rats has 
fone up. I feel sure, and I think every member 
of the steif is ofthe anme opinion, that 
the only way, fo get the people to help in 
déstroying rats isto avoid disturbing them 
when a plague rat ia fonud on their. premises.

STRAITS TRADE RETURNS 
"FOR 1902.

The report of the trade-of the Straits Settle- 
ments for 1902, which has been published by 
Mr. A. Sturt, Registrar of Imports ond 
Exports, in the Government @azette of that 
colony, reveala a very nosatisfactory state of 
affairs in the business of the year. To mony. 
causes this appears to be attributable, the chief 
of which, perhaps, wero the continual fail in 
exchauge, the sudden adoption of a gold 
standard by Biam,, and the‘ iramense stocks 
carried over from 1901. Perhaps the most 
significant fact showo by this report is that, 
while jt shows an apparent increase in the 
volume of business done, when figured in the 
local currency, the sterling valuo shows an 
actual decrease of nearly 3$ per cent, in 
imports,- and 1} per cent. in exports, as 
compared with the figares for 1901. The 
total value of the imports for 1901 wore 
$292,810,167, or £28,614,610, and for 1902, 
$322,396,485, or £27,602,638, which shows on 
fuorease in dollav value ‘of $29,586,318, bat 
a decroase in sterling value of £1,011,972, 
while the exports’ showed an increase of 
$29,180,265, with a sterling decrease of £491,603. 
That is to say that, while the business done 
shows a total increase in 1902 of $80,000,000 
over that of 19J}, the sterling value: shows a 
decrease, through tho fall in exchange, of more 
than £1,500,000. ee 

Other causes to blame for thé snomalons 
state of business were tho failures in {he native 
bazuars, both iu the Straits and in the Dutch 
Indies, the destructive fires in Pontiansk and 
other parts,aud'in China. Daring the year the 
tin export business was divertéd from Fingapore 
te Penung, but, while this only reduced tho 
basiness of one part to increase that of another 
part of tho Scttlements,it meant a divergenos of 
over $21,050,000 woth of business from Singa- 
pore. Cotton piece-goods and sarongs and 
manofactnied textiles were the articles of im-
